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To  the  Chairman ,  the  Lord  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the 
City  Health  Committee 

Madam  Chairman,  my  Lord  Mayor,  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen, 

In  October,  1846  the  Town  Council  of  Leicester 
appointed  the  first  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  1 27  years 
later  the  closing  chapters  are  being  written  to  an  era  of 
change  that  has  seen  the  regression,  if  not  complete 
disappearance,  of  the  majority  of  types  of  infectious 
disease,  similarly  massive  reductions  have  occurred  in 
mortality  and  morbidity  and  there  is  now  increasing 
concern  not  only  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  disease 
but  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  of  the  surviving 
individual. 

The  rapid  post-war  expansion  of  Social  Services 
inevitably  led  to  the  necessity  to  establish  a  separate 
Department  to  deal  with  these  matters.  Similar 
changes  taking  place  within  the  Public  Health  Inspec¬ 
tion  field  are  leading  to  their  independence  in  re¬ 
organised  Local  Government  whilst  the  Personal 
Health  Services,  for  so  long  part  of  the  Local  Authority, 
will  be  transferred  to  join  the  remainder  of  the  National 
Health  Service. 

There  is  no  time  for  argument  or  regret;  the  future 
lies  before  us  and  much  has  to  be  done  to  complete 
the  reorganisation  process  as  quickly  and  efficiently 
as  possible.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  the  good 
relationships  that  have  existed  for  so  many  years  with 
colleagues  in  Local  Government  will  be  maintained 
in  the  next  stage  in  the  development  of  comprehensive 
services  for  the  care  and  protection  of  the  health  of  the 
public. 

This  final  Annual  Report  will  be  in  an  abbreviated 
form  with  limited  annotation  and  comments.  Because  of 
the  heavy  work  load  already  placed  upon  the  Department 


by  reorganisation  some  statistical  returns  are  not  yet 
published  and  they  will  have  to  be  supplied  at  a  later 
date  as  an  addendum. 

Population 

The  changes  arising  as  a  result  of  movements  of  the 
population  are  such  that  considerable  adjustment  has 
already  to  be  made  to  these  latest  Census  figures  to 
obtain  a  true  picture  of  the  situation  in  1973.  The 
Registrar  General  gives  the  population  as  284,21 0. 

Immigrants 

In  April,  1971,  on  the  night  of  the  Census,  35,040 
immigrants  were  recorded  as  being  present  in  Leicester. 
To  this  figure  must  be  added  a  further  4,500  to  allow 
for  the  Ugandan  Asians  who  were  carefully  documented 
and  checked  as  having  arrived  in  the  City  between 
August,  1972  and  March,  1973. 

Children  born  in  this  country  and  residents  of  more 
than  10  years  duration  are  not  officially  classed  as 
immigrants  but  there  are  a  number  of  children  born 
in  this  country  to  parents  who,  themselves,  were  born 
overseas  who  do  not  speak  the  English  language. 
Special  consideration  in  the  planning  and  development 
of  Health  Services  is  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  this 
particular  group.  Although  many  of  the  men  have 
some  knowledge  of  English,  the  proportion  of  women 
able  to  read  or  understand  our  language  is  limited. 
Furthermore,  as  many  cannot  read  their  own  language, 
translated  leaflets  or  instructions  are  of  very  limited 
use. 

Births 

1973  saw  a  further  reduction  in  the  total  number  of 
births  taking  place  in  Leicester  but  amongst  the  3,978 
births  there  were  1,033  immigrant  births  (26%).  58% 
of  these  immigrant  births  were  to  non-English  speaking 
families  emphasising  the  difficulty  that  arises  for  staff 
in  the  lack  of  communication. 
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Birthrates 

Because  exact  population  figures  are  not  available 
for  the  various  ethnic  groups,  the  birthrates  for  each 
group  in  the  city  can  only  be  calculated  on  an  approx¬ 
imate  basis.  On  the  information  available  the  'league' 
table  is  as  follows  :-

Although  at  the  present  time  many  immigrant 
'families'  are  large  compared  with  the  indigenous 
population,  it  will  be  of  interest  to  note  in  the  future 
whether  over  a  period  of  time  they  adjust  to  the  family 
size  of  the  indigenous  population. 


Available  Manpower 

Examination  of  the  age  distribution  of  the  population 
in  Leicester  given  in  the  1  971  Census  indicates  that  we 
are  now  at  the  lowest  ebb  in  regard  to  available  males 
and  females  aged  18.  Although  the  trend  will  show  a 
slow  rise  over  the  next  7-8  years  this  will  be  so  small  as 
to  be  unlikely  to  contribute  significantly  to  the  potential 
labour  force.  There  will,  therefore,  be  severe  limitations 
upon  the  number  of  potential  recruits  for  industry, 
commerce  and  for  the  Health  and  Social  Services. 
Furthermore,  with  the  wider  opportunities  for  training 
in  a  variety  of  diverse  occupations  the  numbers 
available  for  any  particular  demand,  such  as  nursing, 
will  be  minimal  and  this  may  present  a  serious  impedi¬ 
ment  to  the  hoped  for  development  of  the  Health  and 
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Social  Services.  It  is  particularly  unfortunate  that  this 
situation  should  arise  at  a  time  when  there  are  increasing 
demands  for  better  care  for  the  elderly  and  those 
suffering  from  mental  disorder.  Whereas  the  number 
of  youngsters  is  increasing  only  slowly  those  over  75 
years  of  age  can  be  expected  to  rise  by  more  than  36% 
within  the  next  10  years.  Thus  the  burden  that  these 
old  people  will  place  upon  hospitals,  welfare  services 
and  nursing  staff  are  likely  to  far  outweigh  the  available 
resources. 

Tuberculosis 

The  number  of  cases  of  pulmonary  and  non-pulmon- 
ary  tuberculosis  continues  to  rise  in  the  immigrant 
population  and  is  a  matter  of  grave  concern.  Disease 
control  within  this  mobile  section  of  the  population 
presents  serious  problems  on  account  of  their  frequent 
changes  of  both  name  and  address.  Added  to  this  their 
poor  diet  and  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions 
predispose  to  the  spread  of  infection,  and  language 
difficulties  add  to  the  task  of  communication. 

As  staff  losses  continue  the  task  of  investigation  and 
maintaining  the  essential  follow-up  work  of  the  Health 
Department  becomes  more  and  more  difficult.  It  is 
particularly  unfortunate  that  the  various  suggestions 
submitted  by  the  City  over  the  past  5  years  for  improving 
the  recruitment  and  retention  of  staff  have  failed  to 
obtain  sympathetic  support  from  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Security.  Unless  this  support  is 
given  as  requested  the  situation  will  inevitably 
deteriorate. 

As  the  1st  of  April,  1974  approaches  many  Officers 
are  leaving  to  take  up  new  posts,  and  we  give  thanks 
to  them  for  the  valuable  contribution  that  they  have 
made  to  the  work  of  the  City  Health  Department  with 
our  best  wishes  for  their  success  in  the  new  opportuni¬ 
ties  that  lie  before  them. 


Congratulations  are  offered  to  Miss  J.  I.  Jones, 
erstwhile  Director  of  Nursing  Services,  who  in  1972 
moved  back  into  the  Hospital  field  and  has  now 
recently  been  appointed  as  Area  Nursing  Officer.  We 
are  no  less  proud  that  her  successor  Miss  D.  G.  Hussey 
has  also  achieved  the  distinction  of  being  appointed 
one  of  the  new  District  Nursing  Officers  for  the  South- 
West  District  of  Leicester.  In  addition  Miss  P.  L.  Donald 
has  also  obtained  a  similar  post  in  Ireland.  Likewise  our 
best  wishes  are  extended  to  Mr.  G.  Gree  who  since 
1 966  was  Chief  Administrative  Assistant  to  this  depart¬ 
ment  and  has  now  been  appointed  as  Area  Adminis¬ 
trative  Officer  to  the  new  Wigan  Area  Health  Authority. 

Finally,  in  closing  this  report  I  would  like  to  thank  all 
members  of  the  past  and  present  staff  for  the  loyal 
support  and  help  they  have  given  to  me  over  my 
fifteen  years  in  the  Department.  To  the  Committee  and 
Chairman  I  offermysincerethanksfortheir  help,support, 
patience  and  encouragement.  Without  their  continuing 
help  nothing  could  have  been  achieved.

I  am  indebted  to  Mrs.  Kind  for  the  following  report. 

During  1973,  3,209  new  patients  attended;  this 
includes  transfer  patients  from  other  clinics.  This  is  an 
increase  of  4,000  patients  from  the  previous  year. 
In  addition  the  number  of  return  visit  patients  averaged 
2,000  per  month. 

The  vasectomy  unit  was  started  in  February,  1973, 
and  to  date  1  61  operations  have  been  performed. 

Counselling  for  marital  problems  has  increased 
because  of  the  demand  for  this  particular  work.  These 
patients  are  frequently  referred  to  us  by  General 
Practitioners  and  psychiatrists. 

The  Domiciliary  Service  has  proved  to  be  a  necessary 
part  of  our  work.  It  is  hoped  that  other  areas  can  be 
covered  by  our  Staff.  A  number  of  the  domiciliary 
patients  have  been  transferred  to  Cort  Crescent  Clinic 
and  this  is  always  in  our  minds  when  visiting  new 
clients.

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Introduction 

With  the  reorganisation  of  the  National  Health 
Service  approaching  the  Annual  Report  will  this  year 
reflect  the  services  operating  within  the  City  at  the 
end  of  December  1  973. 

Westcotes  Health  Centre  opened  in  June  1973  as  a 
Nursing  Administrative  Centre  supplying  services  for 
half  the  City  population.  The  day-to-day  work  of  the 
Nursing  Services  is  now  administered  in  two  modern 
comprehensive  Health  Centres  -  to  the  South,  St. 
Peter's  and  to  the  North,  Westcotes. 

This  Health  Centre  as  well  as  accommodating  general 
practitioners,  dental  and  child  health  accommodation, 
incorporates  added  facilities  for  the  treatment  of 
infestation  and  scabies. 

An  initiative  was  taken  towards  integration  in 
October  by  inviting  social  workers  to  meet  the  health 
visitors  at  this  Centre.  The  success  of  this  approach 
can  be  measured  by  the  continuation  of  health  visitor/ 
social  worker  discussions  held  now  at  weekly  intervals. 

Pasley  Road  Health  Centre  became  operational  on 
1st  August  for  Local  Authority  Services  and  1st 
September  for  four  general  practitioners.  Consequently 
Marriott  Road  office  closed  on  31  st  July,  1  973. 

St.  Peter's  Health  Centre  had  1  30  visitors  to  see  the 
Centre  and  the  work  involved. 

Rushey  Mead  Health  Centre  has  developed  further 
during  the  year.  A  "well  baby"  clinic  was  commenced 
in  January  following  Dr.  Hunters  expressed  interest 
in  this  project.  He  now  assesses  the  practice  children 
at  regular  intervals.  A  Child  Health  Clinic  commenced 
in  August  1973  and  sessions  are  held  weekly. 

Relaxation  and  mothercraft  weekly  sessions  are  held 
and  a  special  feature  is  the  interest  Mr.  Onions,  Dental 
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Officer,  has  shown  by  his  positive  contribution.  He  is 
involved  in  teaching  the  Antenatal  mothers  and  Child 
Health  Clinic  attenders  on  Dental  Care  and  Hygiene. 
The  daily  contact  between  general  practitioner,  health 
visitor  and  district  nursing  staff  has  increased  and 
consolidated  the  team  approach  to  family  care.  This 
development  was  aided  by  provision  of  the  modern 
health  centre  facilities  at  Rushey  Mead. 


Midwifery  1973 

General  Practitioner  Attachment  Scheme 

This  scheme  which  was  implemented  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  1972  continues  to  work  well.  The  closer 
co-operation  and  easier  exchange  of  information 
between  the  General  Practitioner  and  midwives  has 
proved  beneficial  to  all  concerned.

Liaison  work  with  Health  Visitors,  Social  Workers,  etc. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  when  the  work  was 
being  covered  by  one  Health  Visitor,  a  large  proportion 
of  her  time  was  spent  just  dealing  with  day  to  day 
emergencies. 

The  first  three  months  also  brought  a  flux  of  requests 
for  temporary  care  for  patients  during  their  families' 
summer  holiday.  There  were  approximately  25  of  these 
and  Glenfrith  Hospital  was  able  to  meet  most  of  this 
need  despite  their  staffing  difficulties. 

During  the  second  half  of  the  year  there  were 
several  changes  and  improvements  in  the  service. 

At  the  beginning  of  June  a  physiotherapist  was 
appointed  to  the  department  specifically  to  work  with 
mentally  handicapped  children.  It  was  the  first  time 
some  of  these  children  were  able  to  have  treatment. 
The  work  was  primarily  carried  out  in  the  schools  and 
then  extended  to  some  younger  children  in  their  own 
homes. 

In  June  the  Paediatric  Assessment  Unit  at  the 
Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  was  opened.  The  function 
of  the  Specialist  Health  Visitor  in  this  setting  being  : 

1 .  To  prepare  parents  for  their  child's  visit  to  the  Unit. 

2.  To  prepare  an  environmental  report  with  the  help 
of  the  Health  Visitor,  for  the  Unit. 

3.  Developmental  assessment  with  Dr.  Laing  for  any 
child  attending. 

4.  To  attend  the  group  discussion  at  the  end  of  each 
child's  assessment. 

Another  new  venture  tostartduring  this  period  was 
a  monthly  clinic  held  at  St.  Peter's  by  Dr.  Leslie, 
Consultant  in  Mental  Subnormality  at  Glenfrith 
Hospital.  The  purpose  of  this  being  to  provide  the 
advice  of  a  consultant  for  all  having  care  of  the 
mentally  handicapped  living  in  the  community  and  for 


him  to  assess  the  need  for  permanent  care  when 
necessary. 

Relief  care  to  some  parents  of  severely  handicapped 
children  when  Netherhall  Special  Care  Unit  was 
opened  in  September.  Prior  to  this  some  children  on  the 
waiting  list  had  reached  6  years  of  age.  This  Unit 
differs  from  the  one  at  Glenfield  House  by  having  a 
teacher  in  charge  helped  by  two  nursery  nurses. 

A  significant  improvement  in  the  service  came  in 
September  when  once  again  there  were  two  Health 
Visitors.  Mrs.  Voakes,  who  on  completion  of  her  social 
work  course,  returned  to  her  previous  work,  in  the 
west  half  of  the  city. 

Throughout  the  year  a  supportive  and  high  standard 
of  School  Nursing  Service  has  been  provided  by  the 
Nursing  Officers.  The  services  of  an  interpreter  have 
also  been  appreciated  and  made  it  possible  to  carry 
out  some  complex  work  with  immigrant  families  of 
mentally  handicapped  children. 

Diabetic  Visiting

continues  to  provide  a  necessary  co-operative  service 
between  the  hospital  and  the  community  to  the  benefit 
of  patients.

Health  Education 

Health  Education  is  valuable  for  it's  own  sake  and  the 
effects  cannot  really  be  evaluated  in  an  analysis  of 
totals  of  classes,  numbers  attending  or  subject 
presented,  the  dividends  are  reaped  over  the  years. 
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The  bulk  of  health  education  in  the  Department  will 
always  be  done  on  a  personal  one-to-one  basis,  in 
homes,  health  centres,  clinics  and  surgeries,  by  the 
health  teams. 

Group  teaching  has  been  concentrated  where  we 
believe  it  to  be  most  productive :  in  schools,  to  expectant 
parents  and  in  the  cytology  clinics. 

Schools 

With  the  co-operation  and  interest  of  Head  Teachers 
and  Staff,  Parentcraft  courses  were  given  in  10  of  the 
senior  schools,  mainly  to  girls  in  the  4th  year.  These 
courses  were  sometimes  part  of  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh 
award  scheme. 

Also  specialised  talks  were  given  in  some  senior 
schools  on  social  problems  and  human  relationships 
i.e.  family  planning,  V.D.,  Alcohol,  Drugs  and  Smoking. 

Antenatal  Classes 

These  continued  to  be  given  high  priority  in  the  Health 
Education  programme.  The  number  of  attendances 
are  listed  below. 

Adoptive  Classes 

These  sessions  continue  and  are  well  attended.  There 
are  considerable  stresses  placed  on  adopting  parents 
and  these  classes  are  designed  to  enlighten  and 
increase  confidence. 

Child  Health  Centres 

Although  most  of  the  teaching  here  is  done  on  a 
one-to-one  basis  by  health  visitors,  it  is  hoped  to 
start  classes  for  some  immigrant  mothers  on  nutrition, 
food  values  and  health. 

The  course  for  deaf  mothers  continues  with  topics 
on  child  health,  nutrition,  first-aid  and  home  safety. 

We  were  unfortunate  to  lose  Mrs.  H.  Runswick  in 
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August  of  this  year  due  to  retirement.  She  had  been 
with  the  Department  as  Principal  Health  Education 
Adviser  for  the  past  ten  years.

Domiciliary  Family  Planning 

This  pilot  scheme  which  commenced  in  September, 
1972  was  limited  initially  to  the  Braunstone  district. 
During  1  973  this  was  extended  and  offered  to  selected 
clients  in  all  parts  of  the  City.  During  1973,  30  new 
clients  were  referred  bringing  the  total  to  56  since  the 
scheme's  inception. 

Free  vasectomy  was  introduced  as  a  further  develop¬ 
ment.  Health  visitors  are  responsible  for  submitting 
sociological  reports  to  assist  the  Medical  Officer  fo 
Health  in  approving  the  procedure. 

Towers  Hospital  Liaison 

Seven  babies  were  referred  to  health  visitors  in  the 
City  through  this  scheme.  Having  one  base  to  contact 
is  an  advantage.  4  cases  were  referred  through  to  the 
County  health  visitors. 

Speech  Therapy  Students 

Following  the  pilot  scheme  introduced  in  1972  the 
initial  20  speech  therapy  students  (now  in  their 
second  year)  continued  to  observe  the  normal  emotional 
and  physical  child  development  of  suitable  children 
selected  by  the  health  visitor,  with  the  consent  of  the 
family  concerned. 


During  1973  a  further  20  first  year  students  met 
health  visitors  who  selected  another  group  of  children 
for  this  new  group  to  observe. 

The  enthusiastic  co-operation  of  the  health  visitors 
concerned  has  ensured  the  success  of  this  new  venture 
and  has  added  a  further  dimension  to  the  already  wide 
range  of  duties  undertaken  by  this  under-staffed  and 
pressurised  section  of  the  Nursing  Services.

Sexually  Transmitted  Diseases 

Contact  Tracing 

The  Medical  Staff  referred  336  patients  for  interviews 
to  discuss  tracing  contacts,  they  referred  182  for 
supportive  case  work.  The  visiting  done  to  trace 
contacts  to  bring  defaulters  amounted  to  220  in  the 
City  and  29  in  the  County. 

Direct  action  by  the  contact  tracer  was  required  to 
bring  19  females  who  produced  72  cases  of  Gonorrhoea 
who  in  turn  produced  14  more  with  the  same  positive 
diagnosis.  11  Males  were  brought,  4  of  these  had 
Gonorrhoea  and  7  had  Syphillis,  in  their  turn  they 
brought  2  more  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  and  2  of  Syphillis 
making  a  total  of  32  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  and  3  of 
Syphillis. 

Of  the  Social  Work  case  load,  most  time  was  spent 
with  adolescent  girls  emphasising  the  adult  nature  of 
sexual  relationships  and  underlining  the  responsibilities 
they  carry  and  the  damaging  effects  of  pre-mature 
involvement.  Where  discouragement  was  impossible 


immediate  referral  with  a  definite  appointment  was 
made  to  the  Family  Planning  Association. 

The  next  most  time  consuming  need  to  be  met  was 
that  of  counselling  those  fearing  unwanted  pregnancy 
and  providing  supportive  care  to  sort  things  out  if  and 
when  it  was  established. 

The  remaining  referrals  were  about  equally  divided 
between  those  needing  a  supportive  personal  relation¬ 
ship  through  the  treatment  and  those  with  anxieties 
about  family  relationships  or  marital  problems.  A  fewer 
number  had  anxieties  about  "V.D."  with  the  odd 
cases  of  persecution  at  work,  in  which  case  the  firms 
were  contacted  and  the  opportunity  so  made  to 
enlighten  their  attitudes. 

The  advisory  service  launched  in  February  and  the 
press  articles  which  publicised  it  seemed  to  have  met  a 
need.  There  have  been  indications  this  year  that  there  is 
a  more  reasonable  approach  to  the  subject  with  more 
concern  to  know  and  make  known  to  the  young.  Two 
nineteen  year  old  students  from  the  Home  Economics 
Department  of  the  Leicester  Education  Course  elected 
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to  offer  a  serious  project  on  the  Venereal  Diseases  as 
part  of  their  course  and  spent  an  afternoon  in  the  clinic. 
A  group  of  older  school  children  spent  a  morning  of 
quite  serious  study  which  was  arranged  for  them  as 
part  of  a  course  on  parentcraft. 

I  have  shared  in  Dr.  Reed's  lectures  to  the  Community 
Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  and  time  with  me  has  been 
allocated  to  the  pupil  midwives  and  student  nurses 
who  visit  the  clinic  as  part  of  their  training.  Our  joint 
discussions  and  our  exchange  of  information  and 
experience  ensures  that  they  will  be  more  aware  of  the 
great  need  so  many  ordinary  folk  have  to  turn  to 
someone  they  feel  is  a  "Key"  figure  in  the  community 
and  "in  the  know"  for  information  and  advice.  These 
direct  exchanges  enable  these  nurses  to  assume  their 
indirect  role  of  health  educators  with  more  confidence 
and  more  alert  to  the  opportunities  arising  precisely 
where  they  are  in  the  context  of  helpful  relationships 
in  everyday  life  where  real  learning  is  possible. 

At  my  informal  invitation,  two  students  on  placement 
from  the  University  Social  Work  in  the  main  Social 
Work  Department  in  the  Hospital  visited  the  clinic  to 
discuss  the  work;  they  appreciated  this  and  the  offer 
has  been  taken  up  officially  by  the  new  Student  Unit 
Supervisor  in  the  Hospital  Social  Work  Department 
for  more  social  work  students  to  attend.  This  has 
proved  an  immediate  and  effective  way  of  familiarising 
social  workers  with  a  problem  so  relevant  to  all  who 
have  the  care  of  adolescents. 

I  attended  the  Annual  Study  Day  for  contact  tracers 
in  London  in  May  and  visited  some  of  the  London 
Clinics.  A  definite  pattern  for  the  future  seems  to  be 
emerging.  The  continual  rise  in  numbers  attending 
clinics,  the  difficulties  of  maintaining  nursing  staff 
allied  to  the  more  ready  and  more  general  acknowledge¬ 
ment  that  it  is  effective  contact  tracing  which  control 
the  diseases,  it  seems  very  likely  that  1974  will  see  the 


appointment  of  more  and  more  staff  in  clinics  to  cope 
specifically  with  the  contact  tracing  interviews.  This 
ensures  that  however  pressed  the  Medical  and  Nursing 
Staff  may  be,  the  contact  interview  is  given  the  same 
important  emphasis  on  each  and  every  occasion  and 
its  documentation  is  complete. 

In  Leicester,  the  importance  of  the  contact  tracing 
has  never  been  in  any  doubt  and  its  involvement  has 
been  pursued  with  painstaking  care  by  the  Medical 
Staff  who  refer  only  the  more  obdurate  cases  to  me. 
In  any  event  any  other  system  would  necessitate  the 
addition  of  another  member  of  staff. 


District  Nursing 

Computerisation  of  Records  -  Phase  2 

The  second  phase  of  computerisation  of  all  district 

nursing  records  was  completed  in  1973. 

The  following  aims  and  objectives  have  now  been 

achieved 

1.  The  District  Nurses  now  have  daily  visit  schedules 
showing  patients  to  be  visited  and  treatments 
required  produced  for  them  by  the  computer. 

2.  A  patient  print  giving  treatment  information  for  use 
by  the  nurse  when  visiting  a  patient  is  also  produced. 

3.  A  weekly  update  of  records  held  on  file  provides 
information,  weekly,  monthly  and  annually  for  the 
benefits  of  District  Nurses,  Nursing  Officers  and  the 
Director  of  Nursing  Services. 

4.  A  reduction  in  the  clerical  effort  required  by  the 
nurses  has  been  achieved  by  reducing  the  number 
of  forms  from  eight  to  three. 

5.  The  information  is  comprehensive,  standard  and 
up  to  date  and  therefore  improves  continuity  of 
care.

The  increasing  number  of  new  cases  associated  with 
rising  mortality  is  a  clear  index  of  the  heavy  load  being 
carried  by  both  relatives  and  Nursing  Staff  in  nursing 
patients  at  home. 


Foul  Laundry  Service 

Over  three  years  1971-73  the  number  of  new  cases 
has  shown  an  increase  of  142  (64%).  This  entails  an 
average  of  1  39  calls  and  the  collection  of  approximately 
561  items  per  week. 

In  addition  there  are  103  patients  using  the  incon¬ 
tinent  pad  service.  This  has  doubled  over  the  last 
three  years.  Although  at  present  this  is  an  adjuvant  to 
the  Laundry  Service  with  the  current  shortage  and  high 
cost  of  paper  much  of  the  load  may  require  to  be 
transferred  to  the  Laundry  Service,  i.e.  entailing  the 
greater  use  of  sheets  and  draw  sheets. 

The  increasing  number  of  cases,  together  with  the 
high  mortality  is  a  clear  indication  of  the  heavy  load 
being  placed  upon  both  relatives  and  nursing  staff. 


Lack  of  staffed  hospital  beds  make  it  inevitable  that  an 
increasing  number  of  these  patients  will  continue  to 
be  nursed  at  home  despite  the  lack  of  adequate  hot 
cooked  supplies  and  other  amenities  in  the  homes.  As 
many  of  these  patients  live  alone  this  further  militates 
against  dealing  with  the  foul  laundry  at  home.

This  type 
of  training  was  well  received  by  the  Officers  concerned 
and  I  am  sure  their  new  found  knowledge  will  be  put 
to  good  use  in  April  1974  when  we  amalgamate. 

New  Equipment 

Elevating  Stretcher  Trolley 

A  special  elevating  trolley  was  purchased  for  use  in 
long  distance  journeys  where  a  patient  is  seriously  ill 
or  injured.  The  all-level  cot  adjusts  quickly  to  any 
of  eight  levels  for  easy  transfer  from  or  to  any  level 
bed  or  operation  table.  New  improved  cot  posts  are  part 
of  the  lower  frame  which  allows  it  to  be  in  the 
elevated  position  in  the  vehicle. 

Favourable  reports  received  from  the  staff  suggest 
that  this  trolley  should  be  standard  equipment  in 
future  emergency  vehicles. 


Frac-Straps 

In  addition  to  inflatable  splints  we  have  field  tested 
a  new  type  of  Vinyl  splint  known  as  a  "Frac-Strap". 
This  latest  addition  to  Ambulance  Service  emergency 
equipment  is  proving  of  great  value  in  times  of  serious 
motorway  accidents. 

It  comprises  of  a  suitable  length  of  vinyl  material 
with  elasticated  panels  for  maintaining  tension.  They 
are  fastened  with  Velcro  fasteners  -  easy  to  apply  and 
remove  with  minimum  stress  to  the  patient. 

Some  of  the  advantages  of  this  new  fracture 
immobiliser  are : 

(a)  suitable  for  all  fractures  of  the  lower  limb 

(b)  no  pressure  over  fractured  site 

(c)  washable  and  hard  wearing 

(d)  patient  can  be  x-rayed  with  the  immobiliser  in 
position 

(e)  adjustable  to  size  of  patient  and  quickly  adaptable 
for  either  limb. 


Abortive  Calls 

An  abortive  journey  is  recorded  every  time  an 
ambulance  calls  at  a  patients  home  or  scene  of 
accident  and  the  patient  for  one  reason  or  another  is 
not  taken  to  hospital.  Each  month  a  copy  of  the 
monthly  statistics  are  sent  to  the  Hospital  Liaison 
Officer  and  he  attempts  to  find  the  cause.  This  has 
resulted  in  a  slight  reduction  of  abortive  journeys  to 
hospitals. 

As  a  result  of  a  survey  on  999  abortive  journeys 
however,  it  has  been  found  that  the  ambulance  service 
has  been  abused  by  the  public.  The  following  figures 


show  clearly  how  great  this  abuse  really  is:

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One  hundred  and  twenty-four  years  of  environ¬ 
mental  health  inspection 

As  this  is  the  last  Annual  Report  before  the  responsi¬ 
bilities  of  the  City  Council  are  handed  over  to  the 
Leicester  District  Council,  it  is  opportune  to  review  the 
present  state  of  the  Environmental  Health  Services. 

It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  this  last  Annual  Report  to 
the  Health  Committee  of  the  present  Council  coincides 
with  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  constitution 
of  Leicester,  in  common  with  all  boroughs  at  that  time, 
as  an  Urban  Sanitary  Authority  by  virtue  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  1872.  Prior  to  this  the  Corporation  was  the 
Local  Board  of  Health  for  the  Borough  discharging  its 
sanitary  responsibilities  through  the  Highways  and 
Sewerage  Committee.  In  November,  1873,  however, 
the  responsibilities  of  that  Committee  were  divided  and 
the  Sanitary  Committee  was  constituted,  meeting 
fortnightly. 

By  a  further  coincidence  the  Council's  first  Inspector 
of  Nuisances  (the  direct  predecessor  of  the  present  day 
Public  Health  Inspector)  retired  a  century  ago  in 
February,  1873.  Sergeant  Wright  (he  held  the  rank  of 
Sergeant  in  the  local  police  force)  had  occupied  that 
position  since  the  Council  was  constituted  a  Local 
Board  of  Health  in  1849.  Ill  health  precipitated  his 
retirement  and  the  Committee  expressed  its  regret  at 
having  to  accept  the  resignation  of  a  valuable  and 
faithful  officer. 

The  opportunity  was  then  taken  to  appoint  an 
additional  inspector.  Joseph  Buxton  who  had  assisted 
Sergeant  Wright  for  several  years  was  made  responsible 
for  the  Western  District  of  the  town  and  Francis  Braley 
was  appointed  to  the  Eastern  District.  The  latter 
retired  as  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  in  1 922  at  the  age  of 
78  and  was  succeeded  by  Francis  McHugh.  Mr. 
McHugh  in  his  final  report  before  retirement  in  1952 
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pointed  out  that  he  and  Mr.  Braley  had  jointly  contri¬ 
buted  eighty  years  of  service  to  Leicester.  He  believed, 
correctly  I  am  sure,  that  this  combined  period  of 
service  was  probably  unique  for  this  country.  I  am 
conscious  that  his  successor  George  Hiller  made 
tremendous  strides  in  consolidating  and  building  upon 
the  firm  foundation  laid  down  by  these  three  earlier 
officers  of  the  Corporation  through  more  than  a 
century. 

Thus  as  I  write  this  final  report  on  the  County 
Borough  s  Environmental  Health  Services,  I  am  proud 
in  the  knowledge  that  the  Public  Health  Branch  I  shall 
take  forward  to  the  new  District  Council  is  built  upon 
this  firm  foundation  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  four 
years  service  to  the  Borough,  later  the  City  of  Leicester. 

In  his  last  report  Mr.  McHugh  referred  to  his  conver¬ 
sations  with  Mr.  Braley  who  recalled  he  and  Mr.  Buxton 
being  instructed  by  the  Sanitary  Committee  to  "go 
out  and  find  the  cause  of  the  large  death  rate  among 
young  children”.  The  infant  mortality  rate  in  Leicester 
in  1872  was  231.3  per  1000  live  births  compared  with 
the  1972  rate  of  25.0.  They  quickly  provided  evidence 
of  grossly  insanitary  conditions  which  would  readily 
account  for  the  high  death  rate  of  young  children.  Deep 
foul  cesspits  and  middens  were  sited  close  to  cottages. 
There  were  reports  of  middens  being  inundated  with 
sub-soil  water  and  emptying  was  carried  out  only  three 
or  four  times  a  year. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  regularly  submitted 
medical  certificates  concerning  filthy  houses  and  orders 
were  served  on  the  owners  for  the  houses  to  be 
limewashed,  cleansed  and  purified.  The  two  Inspectors 
reported  on  the  progress  of  this  cleansing.  They  also 
reported  regularly  to  each  Committee  upon  smoke 
emissions  from  premises  in  the  town. 


An  interesting  complaint  arose  in  December,  1873. 

It  related  to  boats  loaded  and  partly  loaded  with 
nightsoil  being  allowed  to  remain  near  dwellings  at  a 
public  wharf.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  was 
personally  involved  in  securing  alternative  moorings. 

Since  those  days  of  dealing  with  grossly  insanitary 
conditions  there  have  been  radical  changes  in  the  work 
of  the  public  health  inspectors. 

The  following  paragraphs  are  intended  as  a  comment 
on  some  of  the  main  areas  of  the  Department's  work 
prior  to  the  hand-over  of  responsibilities  to  the 
District  Council. 

Housing 

Clearance  and  Improvement 

Since  1953  when  clearance  of  unfit  houses  was 
recommenced  after  the  1939-45  war,  10,890  unfit 
houses  have  been  demolished  and  11,269  households 
(31,550  persons)  have  been  rehoused  and  a  further 
970  are  in  confirmed  clearance  areas  awaiting  demo¬ 
lition.  750  houses  are  in  unconfirmed  areas  leaving  760 
to  be  considered  by  the  Council  in  1974  for  clearance 
procedure.  An  extensive  housing  survey  was  carried 
out  by  public  health  inspectors  in  1949/50  and  this 
formed  the  basis  of  the  clearance  programme,  the 
results  of  which  are  apparent  today.  After  the  last 
remaining  house  in  the  programme  has  been  cleared 
there  will  probably  be  from  time  to  time  small  areas  and 
individual  houses  that  will  have  to  be  dealt  with. 

All  demolition  schemes  are  subject  to  confirmation 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Environment  and  it 
reflects  credit  on  this  Department  that  they  have  all 
been  approved  with  the  minimum  of  modification. 

The  houses  that  then  remain  in  the  City  will  all  have 
modern  amenities  or  be  capable  of  improvement  to  the 
full  standard  of  a  properly  equipped  bathroom,  hot 
water  supply  and  an  internal  toilet. 


There  are  29,500  houses  in  the  present  General 
Improvement  Area  programme  which  provides  for  the 
improvement  of  the  environment  as  well  as  improvement 
of  individual  dwellings  to  modern  standards  of 
amenities. 

Multi-occupation 

One  of  the  many  housing  problems  that  will  be 
passed  to  the  new  Leicester  District  Council  is  the 
improvement  of  conditions  in  houses  in  multi¬ 
occupation.  Since  1961  when  legislation  was  intro¬ 
duced  to  tackle  this  problem  the  situation  in  Leicester 
has  changed  in  so  far  as  the  majority  of  the  estimated 
2,000  houses  that  are  let  off  in  rooms,  bed-sitters  and 
flats  are  occupied  by  single  persons  or  childless 
couples,  not  by  families.  The  Leicester  (Registration  of 
Houses  in  Multi-occupation)  Informatory  and  Regula¬ 
tory  Scheme  1972  which  applies  to  almost  1,100 
houses  in  the  City  enables  a  close  check  to  be  kept  on 
the  larger  type  of  house  where  the  problems  of  multi¬ 
occupation  are  generally  more  serious. 

In  June,  1973  the  Government  published  a  White 
Paper  "Better  Homes  -  the  next  priorities"  which  put 
forward  a  new  concept  for  dealing  with  areas  of 
housing  stress.  These  areas  will  be  known  as  Housing 
Action  Areas  and  various  criteria  relating  to  bad 
housing  conditions  will  have  to  be  considered  before 
a  local  authority  can  justify  the  declaration  of  a 
Housing  Action  Area.  Legislation  in  the  form  of  a  new 
Housing  Bill  is  due  to  come  before  Parliament  in  1974 
and  when  this  becomes  law  consideration  will  have  to 
be  given  as  to  its  application  to  housing  conditions  in 
Leicester.  It  is  anticipated,  however,  that  the  new 
powers  will  only  have  to  be  used  on  a  large  scale  in  the 
London  area  and  other  large  centres  of  population 
where  there  are  extensive  areas  of  housing  stress.

At  the  present  time  in  Leicester  special  attention  is 
being  given  by  public  health  inspectors  and  supporting 
staff  to  improving  housing  conditions  in  the  Highfields 
area  by  the  use  of  all  the  available  legislation  to  control 
houses  in  multi-occupation. 

Food  Hygiene  and  Safety 

In  the  field  of  food  protection  there  has  been  a  steady 
increase  in  work  load  and  responsibility  over  recent 
years.  Technical  advances  in  food  processing  and 
packing  has  meant  a  constant  updating  of  the  public 
health  inspector's  knowledge  of  this  industry. 

Routine  sampling  of  food  has  continued  at  a  steady 
level,  but  complaints  by  the  public  of  unsatisfactory 
purchases  of  food  have  increased  almost  threefold,  in 
the  past  five  years. 

Throughout  the  years  that  the  City  Council  has  been 
responsible  for  food  sampling  in  Leicester,  this 
Department  has  built  up  a  systematic  sampling 
programme  which  gives  a  reliable  picture  of  food 
quality.  Reorganisation  transfers  the  control  of  food 
standards  and  labelling  to  the  new  County  Authority 
unless  agency  powers  are  agreed  for  the  District 
Council.  Agency  powers  have  been  refused  by  the 
County  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  Report  the 
matter  has  not  been  resolved.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret 
that  the  City's  years  of  experience  in  this  work  has  not 
been  readily  recognised. 

Sampling  of  food  for  bacteriological  examination 
will,  however,  continue  and  the  public's  increasing 
consciousness  of  food  quality  will  lead  to  a  continued 
increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  to  be  dealt  with. 
Surveillance  of  food  poisoning  cases  and  supervision 
of  cases  and  contacts  of  gastro-enteric  illnesses,  who 
work  with  food  will  also  continue  to  be  a  vital  function 
of  the  new  department.  Indeed  it  appears  likely  that 
liaison  work  with  the  new  Area  Health  Authority  could 


lead  to  even  more  involvement  in  epidemiology  work 
than  at  present. 

The  Department  is  rightly  proud  of  its  meat  inspection 
service  which  has  evolved  from  the  days  when  meat 
production  was  truly  primitive  by  present  day  standards. 
In  1877  Mr.  J.  Wand,  who  was  then  designated 
Assayer  of  Meat,  came  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee  and  was  appointed  the  Council's 
first  Inspector  of  Food.  In  the  present  day  every  public 
health  inspector  is  a  qualified  meat  and  food  inspector 
with  extensive  experience  to  supplement  his  academic 
training.  Two  public  health  inspectors  with  a  staff  of 
authorised  meat  inspectors  are  fully  employed  at  the 
City  Abbatoirs.  They  occupy  a  modern  well  appointed 
office  which  is  an  excellent  example  in  staff  accom¬ 
modation  to  the  other  commercial  premises  on  the  site. 
The  inspection  of  fish,  fruit  and  vegetables  at  the 
Wholesale  Markets  on  Freemans  Common  is  carried 
out  from  this  office. 

Maintenance  of  hygienic  standards  in  all  food 
premises  and  in  the  handling  of  food  in  the  City  has 
received  constant  attention  over  the  years.  The  number 
of  hotels,  restaurants  and  other  catering  premises 
continues  to  increase  with  corresponding  heavy 
demands  on  the  staff  involved  in  the  inspection  of  these 
establishments.  Wherever  food  is  handled  for  sale  the 
public  health  inspector  has  a  responsibility,  a  responsi¬ 
bility  which  increases  as  premises  multiply  and  becomes 
more  onerous  as  the  food  industry  has  difficulty  in 
recruiting  satisfactory  staff. 

Environmental  Pollution 

Domestic  Smoke  Control 

It  is  appropriate  in  this  final  Report  to  review  the 
achievements  in  the  field  of  air  pollution  control, 
following  approval  by  the  Council  in  September,  1958 
of  a  1 5  year  programme  of  smoke  control 
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The  Interim  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Air  Pollution 
published  in  1 953  identified  the  "Black  Areas"  as  those 
areas  of  the  country  which  because  of  a  high  urban 
and  industrial  density,  coupled  with  a  frequency  of 
natural  fog,  produced  large  amounts  of  pollution  in  the 
form  of  smog. 

Leicester  was  included  in  the  "Black  Areas"  and 
reference  to  the  published  pollution  figures  confirms 
the  accuracy  of  the  designation.  Average  densities  for 
smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  1962  were  110  micro¬ 
grams  per  cubic  metre  of  air  and  171  micrograms  per 
cubic  metre  respectively.  In  1972  the  average  readings 
were  67  micrograms  per  cubic  metre  for  smoke  and 
1 05  micrograms  per  cubic  metre  for  sulphur  dioxide. 

Winter  smogs  with  visibility  down  to  a  few  yards 
were  a  common  occurrence  and  the  appearance  of 
smoke  blackened  buildings  an  accepted  part  of  the 
city  scene. 

The  benefits  of  the  Council's  enlightened  decision 
at  that  time  are  now  being  enjoyed  in  the  achievement 
of  an  average  reduction  of  smoke  density  of  62%  for  the 
city  generally,  which  includes  a  reduction  of  68%  in 
the  city  centre.  A  reduction  of  38%  in  sulphur  dioxide 
concentration  while  not  so  dramatic  represents  never¬ 
theless  a  real  achievement  having  regard  to  the  use  of 
industrial  fuels  with  a  high  sulphur  content.  Thick 
smog  has  become  such  a  rarity  that  the  occurrence  of 
natural  fog  is  sufficient  to  cause  comment,  although 
it  has  not  been  bad  enough  to  disrupt  traffic  for  a 
number  of  years. 

The  cleaning  of  buildings  in  the  City  has  become  a 
worthwhile  exercise  as  instanced  by  the  facade  of  the 
Town  Hall  now  revealed  in  its  original  forgotten 
colours  further  enhancing  the  amenity  value  of  the 
Town  Hall  Square. 


The  original  programme  envisaged  a  total  of  thirty- 
four  thousand  premises  being  smokeless  by  1973.  This 
was  reviewed  in  1968  and  the  programme  accelerated 
to  an  extent  that  more  than  eighty-two  thousand 
houses  and  other  buildings  are  now  covered  by 
Smoke  Control  Orders. 

Approximately  eight  thousand  seven  hundred  build¬ 
ings  remain  to  be  brought  under  Smoke  Control 
before  the  City  is  completely  smokeless  in  November 
1975. 

Industrial  Air  Pollution 

Comparison  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector's 
Annual  Reports  of  1  958  and  1 972  indicate  the  progress 
which  has  been  made  in  the  control  of  emissions  from 
industrial  sources.  Seventy  complaints  of  smoke  and 
grit  were  reported  in  1 958  as  against  three  in  1  972. 

The  factors  which  have  contributed  to  this  improve¬ 
ment  are  the  progressive  upgrading  of  obsolete  and 
inefficient  fuel  burning  installations  required  by  the 
Smoke  Control  programme,  the  increasing  use  of  fuels 
such  as  gas  and  oil  by  industry  and  the  more  effective 
controls  which  the  local  authority  are  able  to  apply 
since  the  1  968  Clean  Air  Act  came  into  force. 

Current  Pollution  Problems 

The  effect  of  vigorous  smoke  abatement  policy  has 
been  to  clear  away  gross  areas  of  pollution  and  to 
reveal  problems  hitherto  less  obvious  which  affect  the 
environment. 

Levels  of  atmospheric  lead  for  instance  are  now  being 
monitored  to  assess  whether  this  pollutant  is  likely  to 
become  a  serious  hazard. 

Complaints  of  noise  nuisance  have  doubled  since 
1958  and  the  number  of  visits  made  by  the  inspectors 
for  the  purpose  of  investigating  noise  problems  has 
quadrupled.  This  increased  time  given  to  the  investi- 
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gation  of  noise  demonstrates  the  awareness  by  public 
health  inspectors  of  the  complexities  of  noise  as  an 
environmental  problem.  It  has  also  meant  the  use  of 
sophisticated  techniques  of  noise  measurement  and 
assessment  which  inspectors  must  now  apply  and  in 
which  they  have  acquired  considerable  expertise. 

Of  all  the  current  environmental  problems,  noise  is 
perhaps  the  most  pressing.  It  is  now  recognised  that 
the  nuisance  approach  is  no  longer  sufficient  in  itself 
to  ward  off  the  encroachment  of  noise  on  our  daily  lives. 
The  Protection  of  the  Environment  Bill,  1973,  contains 
provisions  to  enable  local  authorities  to  set  up  Noise 
Abatement  Zones  within  which  maximum  emission 
levels  can  be  fixed  or  progressively  reduced. 

Local  authorities  will  be  enabled  to  specify  require¬ 
ments  to  minimise  noise  from  building  sites  before 
work  commences.  The  noise  rating  of  all  new  industrial 
machinery  will  have  to  be  specified  and  maximum 
limits  will  be  set. 

In  addition  to  these  requirements  the  Noise  Insulation 
Regulations  already  in  force  require  local  authorities  to 
make  grants  to  provide  sound  insulation  to  dwellings 
subject  to  excessive  noise  from  the  use  on  and 
construction  of  new  roads. 

All  these  measures  represent  a  new  comprehensive 
approach  to  the  problem  of  noise  and  impose  consider¬ 
able  responsibilities  upon  the  new  District  and 
County  Councils  to  protect  the  environment. 

The  number  of  noise  complaints  received  in  1973 
were  127.  The  investigation  of  these  complaints  re¬ 
quired  a  total  of  946  visits  by  public  health  inspectors, 
a  significant  proportion  of  them  being  made  at  night 
and  during  the  early  hours  of  the  morning. 

Working  Conditions 

Since  1963  when  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act  came  into  force  there  has  been  a  steady 
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improvement  in  the  safety,  health  and  welfare  for  staff 
particularly  in  office  premises.  Modern  buildings  have 
contributed  in  some  measure  to  this,  but  conditions  in 
older  premises  have  undoubtedly  improved. 

There  are  proposals  for  a  new  Safety  and  Health  At 
Work  Bill  and  the  present  Act  is  likely  to  be  repealed 
and  replaced  by  new  legislation  within  the  foreseeable 
future.  This  will  mean  amongst  other  provisions  that 
additional  premises  where  people  work  will  be  brought 
under  local  authority  control  adding  to  the  responsi¬ 
bilities  of  the  new  District  Councils. 


Health  Education 

Systematic  teaching  is  a  relatively  recent  innovation 
in  the  Department's  duties.  Throughout  the  years 
public  health  inspectors  have  gone  out  to  talk  to  groups 
about  environmental  health  matters.  During  the  past 
six  years,  however,  considerable  efforts  have  been 
made  to  build  up  a  programme  of  health  education  in 
the  food  industry  and  in  schools  and  colleges.  Most 
teaching  is  undertaken  by  inspectors  specialising  in 
health  education  who  have  attended  recognised 
teaching  courses  at  Leicester  Polytechnic. 

It  has  been  enlightening  to  discover  how  closely 
parts  of  some  G.C.E.  and  C.S.E.  syllabuses  relate  to  the 
public  health  inspectors  work.  Thus,  for  several  years, 
schools  have  been  offered  complete  courses  of 
illustrated  lectures  suitable  for  students  of  human 
biology,  environmental  health  and  home  economics 
subjects.  The  steady  increased  demand  for  this  service 
has  amply  justified  its  introduction.  The  well  stocked 
photo  slide  library  containing  over  1,000  slides  has 
contributed  in  no  small  measure  to  the  value  of  the 
lectures  offered.  It  is  intended  that  this  service  will 
continue  to  be  offered  to  schools  within  the  new 
Leicester  District  Council's  area. 


Lectures  to  personnel  employed  in  the  food  industry 
have  continued.  It  is  regretted  that  the  original  stimulus 
given  by  the  Industrial  Training  Acts  has  long  since 
subsided.  It  is  disappointing  to  find  that  the  enthusiasm 
shown  for  industrial  training  by  a  few  firms  was  so 
largely  influenced  by  the  financial  incentive.  The 
continuing  hygiene  education  for  food  workers  is  now, 
once  again,  limited  to  a  few  companies  who  have 
conscientiously  supported  the  department  in  this  work 
over  the  years. 

There  were  sufficient  enrolments  for  the  Royal 
Society  of  Health's  course  in  the  Hygiene  of  Food, 
Retailing  and  Catering  during  the  1972/73  session  to 
justify  the  setting  up  of  two  separate  classes.  An  85% 
success  rate  in  the  Royal  Society's  test  provided  a  most 
pleasing  end  to  the  year's  course  and  even  more 
gratifying  was  the  credit  standard  achieved  by  four 
students.  A  further  course  is  being  run  in  the  present 
session.  These  students  will  sit  for  the  test  paper  in 
March,  1974. 

Environmental  Health  Exhibition 

The  Department's  second  public  exhibition  on 
environmental  health  matters  was  staged  at  the  1973 
City  of  Leicester  Show.  The  subject  this  year  was 
pollution,  the  aim  being  to  portray  the  steps  already 
being  taken  to  combat  pollution  problems.  Once  again 
there  were  some  10,000  people  passing  through  the 
tent  in  the  two  days  of  the  Show.  The  exhibition 
comprised  a  set  of  static  displays  relating  to  noise, 
pollution  of  the  air,  food,  land  and  water.  In  addition, 
there  was  a  programme  of  colour  slides  co-ordinated 
with  a  commentary.  Stereophonic  sound  effects  added 
considerable  realism  to  the  noise  programme.  In  fact, 
numerous  visitors  were  seen  to  rush  out  of  the  tent  and 
look  up  to  the  sky  when  the  recording  of  a  Jumbo  jet 
at  take  off  was  played. 


World  Health  Organisation 

The  World  Health  Organisation  has  as  part  of  the 
long  term  programme  for  environmental  pollution 
control  decided  to  carry  out  a  survey  of  manpower 
requirements  in  environmental  health  and  services. 
It  was  decided  that  surveys  would  be  carried  out  during 
1974  in  France,  Poland,  Sweden,  West  Germany  and 
the  United  Kingdom.  Leicester  was  chosen  by  the 
World  Health  Organisation  as  the  area  of  the  United 
Kingdom  most  suitable  for  this  survey,  as  it  is  a  pro¬ 
gressive  self  contained  City  with  wide  ranging 
environmental  services  and  having  a  number  of 
general  public  health  problems  to  contend  with. 

A  Public  Health  Advisory  Officer  from  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Social  Security  will  co-ordinate  the 
survey  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  two  public  health 
inspectors  will  help  to  carry  out  the  survey  in  Leicester. 
The  study  will  provide  a  complete  and  comprehensive 
picture  of  the  number  and  type  of  professional, 
administrative  and  technical  staff  required  to  provide 
for  the  City  environmental  services  dealing  with  such 
matters  as  public  health,  town  planning,  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal,  water  supply,  refuse  collection  and 
disposal,  recreation  amenity,  pollution,  preservation 
and  land  conservation.  This  information  will  be  used  by 
the  World  Health  Organisation  to  help  under  developed 
countries  in  planning  their  environmental  programmes. 

Staff 

It  is  an  unfortunate  fact  that  with  few  exceptions  the 
years  since  1948  have  seen  a  shortage  of  public  health 
inspectors  in  Leicester.  This  position  is  common  with 
other  large  local  authorities  and  is  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  excellent  facilities  are  given  for  training  students  at 
Leicester.  The  position  in  the  Department  would  be 
much  worse  if  there  had  not  been  an  establishment  of 
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six  students,  so  that  a  proportion  qualify  each  year.  The 
maximum  use  is  also  being  made  of  technical  assistants 
to  assist  the  qualified  inspectors. 

Since  1 954  when  the  training  scheme  was  introduced, 
27  public  health  inspectors  have  qualified  in  the 
Department  with  a  further  6  students  now  attending 
the  University  of  Aston  in  Birmingham  in  various 
stages  of  a  sandwich  course  for  a  B.Sc  (Honours 
Degree  in  Environmental  Health. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  Dr.  Moss  for  his 
help  and  understanding,  not  only  during  1973,  but 
also  during  the  whole  period  that  he  has  been  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  Leicester.  After  reorganisation 
environmental  health  will  remain  with  local  goverment 
and  the  personal  health  services  will  go  to  an  enlarged 
National  Health  Service.  My  staff  and  myself  wish  him 
well  in  the  changed  circumstances. 

I  also  wish  to  thank  everyone  on  my  own  staff, 
including  public  health  inspectors,  meat  inspectors, 
technical  assistants,  clerical  staff  and  manual  workers 
for  their  support  and  enthusiasm  during  the  past  year. 

April  1974  will  see  us  within  the  new  Leicester 
District  Council  in  a  Department  which  is  probably 
unique  in  re-organised  local  goverment. 

However,  if  the  past  one  hundred  years  and  more  are 
anything  to  go  by,  we  shall  not  be  lacking  in  our  efforts 
to  see  that  Leicester  is  provided  with  an  Environmental 
Health  Service  second  to  none,  maintaining  its 
established  reputation  of  a  progressive  and  active 
approach  to  all  the  many  problems  that  will  have 
to  be  solved.

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Water  Supply 
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Average  Analysis  of  Water  Supply  to  Leicester  - 
1973 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  City  of  Leicester  and  to 
many  parts  of  the  County  of  Leicestershire  from  two 
terminal  service  reservoirs,  namely  Hallgates  and 
Ragdale.  The  following  notes  refer  to  the  waters  from 
the  said  two  reservoirs  and  should  be  read  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  analytical  tables  following. 

Hallgates  No.  4  Reservoir 

A  blend  of  treated  waters  from  the  Dove,  the  Derwent 
and  the  local  reservoirs,  Cropston  and  Swithland; 
the  local  sources  being  treated  at  Hallgates  Filter 
Station.  The  blended  supply  feeds  mainly  the  western 
part  of  Leicester  and  its  environs.  The  average  chemical 
analysis  for  1973  is  given  in  Table  4. 

Ragdale  Reservoir 

Since  April  1973,  water  from  Ragdale  has  supplied 
mainly  the  eastern  part  of  Leicester  and  its  environs. 
The  water  is  entirely  from  the  Dove  source,  treated  at 
Melbourne  works.  The  average  chemical  analysis  for 
1973  is  given  in  Table  5.  From  some  time  in  1974  it  is 


intended  to  supply  a  blended  mixture  of  Dove  and 
Derwent  water  from  Ragdale.  After  that  the  analysis 
given  in  Table  5  for  Ragdale,  and  to  a  lesser  extent  the 
analysis  given  in  Table  4  for  Hallgates,  will  be  subject 
to  considerable  change. 

Bacteriological  summaries  for  both  reservoirs  appear 
in  the  body  of  Table  3.

E.,  A.M.P.T.I.,  for  the  following  statement  on 
sewage  disposal. 

The  operation  of  the  sewerage  system  in  general 
continued  to  function  satisfactorily. 

Schemes  completed  or  in  progress  to  overcome 
deficiencies,  alleviate  flooding  and  allow  for  future 
developments  are  as  follows: 

(a)  Gipsy  Lane/Catherine  Street  surface 

water  sewer.  £172,500 

(b)  Barkby  Road  Area  foul  water  sewer.  £182,000 

(c)  Coleman  Road/Bushby  Brook  surface 

water  sewer.  £30,000 

(d)  Groby  Road/Fosse  Road  North 

surface  water  sewer.  £318,000 

(This  scheme  is  due  to  start  construction  in  February, 
1974). 

Additionally  a  number  of  smaller  improvement 
schemes  were  completed.  The  provision  of  washlands 
and  improvements  to  brooks  are  not  however  included 
in  this  expenditure. 

Work  continued  on  a  sewerage  research  project  on 
behalf  of  the  D.o.E.  This  project  is  to  measure  various 
flow  characteristics  in  foul  sewers  and  the  results  will 
probably  be  used  nationally  in  future  design. 

The  causes  of  a  number  of  instances  of  pollution 
were  investigated  and  where  possible  measures 
applied  to  prevent  recurrence. 

The  plant  at  the  Wanlip  Disposal  Works  functioned 
satisfactorily  in  the  treatment  of  sewage  and  waste 
disposal  and  the  effluent  discharged  complied  with  the 
required  standards. 

Construction  of  the  tertiary  treatment  plant  at  the 
Wanlip  Disposal  Works  which  commenced  during 
1973,  is  programmed  to  be  completed  by  December, 
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1 974,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £905,000.  This  plant  takes 
the  form  of  an  effluent  nitrification  process  and  will 
enable  effluent  standards  to  be  brought  within  the 
Trent  River  Authority's  revised  consent  conditions 
which  become  operative  on  the  1st  September,  1975. 

After  1st  April,  1974,  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
schemes  will  come  under  the  control  of  the  Severn 
Trent  Regional  Water  Authority,  although  the  Leicester 
District  Council  will  carry  out  the  sewerage  schemes 
on  an  agency  basis.

Committee  and  Health  Department  Employees 

Candidates  applying  for  admission  to  Training 
Colleges,  intending  teachers.  Education  Committee 
employees  and  other  Corporation  employees  were 
examined  by  school  medical  officers.  In  this  category 
1,013  candidates  were  examined  of  whom  3  failed 
to  pass  the  medical  examination  and  147  are  to  be 
reviewed  after  a  period  of  duty.  Medical  question¬ 
naires  were  scrutinised  for  40  part-time  teachers  of 
whom  3  were  called  for  medical  examination.  All 
were  passed  fit. 

6  Employment  of  Manual  Workers  ( Cleaners ,  Kitchen

medical  questionnaires  were  scrutinised,  and  because 
of  information  given  25  candidates  were  called  for 
examination,  1  of  whom  failed  to  pass.  There  were 
24  medical  examinations  carried  out  on  drivers, 
porters,  etc.  all  of  whom  were  passed  fit. 

7  Examination  of  Caretakers 

All  newly  appointed  caretakers  are  examined  on 
appointment.  During  the  year  88  were  examined. 
Of  these  76  were  passed  fit  to  undertake  caretaking 
work  and  12  were  found  to  be  unfit  and  were 
rejected. 

8  Special  Examinations 

Twenty-six  employees  were  examined  at  the 


request  of  their  departments  to  ascertain  their 
fitness  for  duty  or  because  of  frequent  absence.  The 
results  of  the  examinations  were  that  14  were  fit  for 
duty  and  12  unfit.  There  were  21  employees 
examined  and  recommended  for  premature  retire¬ 
ment  on  health  grounds.

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Dental  Report  1973 

The  volume  of  treatment  of  most  categories  is  a  little 
above  the  level  of  the  previous  year.  A  considerable 
advance  has  been  made  in  the  numbers  of  children 
given  a  dental  inspection,  which  this  year  reached 
32,656  first  inspections,  the  highest  number  on  record, 
though  still  only  58%  of  the  school  population.  It  may 
be  of  interest  that  1973,  the  last  whole  year  in  which  a 
School  Dental  Service  was  provided  by  the  Local 
Authority,  was  also  the  60th  Anniversary  of  the  service 
in  Leicester,  a  part  time  dentist  being  first  appointed  in 
1913. 

The  progress  that  has  been  made,  particularly  in 
recent  years  is  entirely  due  to  the  support  of  the 
Authority  and  its  officers,  and  the  hard  work  of  the 
staff  of  the  Service.  To  all  of  these  I  record  my  sincere 
thanks,  in  this  last  report.
